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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
For claim 1, Hong-Rong discloses a cord securement apparatus comprising an 
elongated band, a hook integral with one end of the band, an eyelet integral with the 
other end of the band and a clamp connector of the eyelet frictionally slidingly engaged 
medially with the band to form a loop adjacent the other end of the band. The size of 
the loop can be adjusted by moving the eyelet clamp connector to a selected position 
on the band that is retained due to the friction between the clamp connector and the 
band. The clamp connector uses a thumb screw to frictionally engage the band. Hong- 
Rong fails to disclose that the clamp connector can be a coil. Accordingly, it would not 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have a one piece member having a coil and eyelet where the coil will serve to 
adjust the size of a loop formed b the band extending from the coil and the eyelet. 

Regarding claim 5, the same reasons for allowance of claim 1 apply to claim 5 
since claim 5 is a cord securement method where all the different elements of the cord 
securement apparatus are being provided. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Atwood (US 332,178) and' Pratscher et al. (US 4,890,410) are cited to show state 
of the art with respect to core securement devices having a coil sliding along a cord but 
the cord fails to make a loop between the coil and an eyelet. 

Cooper (US 904,843), Simon (US 3,328,064), Dupre (US 4,432,121), Hong-Rong 
et al. (US 5,462,019), Steiner (US 6,279,205 B1) and Libecco (US 6,389,655 B2) are 
cited to show state of the art with respect to core securement apparatus having some of 
the features of the current application but missing the coil. 

Grierson (US 1,396,270), Carr (US 1,490,066), Beauchamp (US 5,456,213), 
Frietze (US 5,695,101) are Rapp (US 6,038,745) are cited to show state of the art with 
respect to strap securement devices that utilize a buckle to adjust the length of a loop.
